Psa. 119:105, ‘Thy word is a lamp 
unto my feet and a light unto my path- 
way.” 

For twenty-seven years the Evangel 
has been spreading the Word of God 
over the United States and the islands of 
the seas. It was a very small paper to be- 
gin with and started with a small fi- 
nancial outlay but has had a_ steady 
growth. 

Twenty-seven years ago there was on- 
ly a few churches—one at Camp Creek 
N. C., one in Cleveland, Tenn., and one 
in Chattanooga. In a few years after the 
organization of the Church churches 
were set in order in several states. These 
were small organizations but the mem- 
bership consisted of men and women of 
holy zeal who had denounced the world 
and accepted the Bible rightly divided for 
the man of their counsel. Hungry hearts 
from almost every denomination gladly 
received the light shed on their pathway 
by these holy messengers as they pro- 
cloimed full salvation to a lost and dying 
world. In just a few years, in many places 
over the United States, the shouts of 
victory were heard from those who had 
received the fulness of God. Truly the 
Word of God is a light and like a mighty 
lamp. It dispels the gloom and darkness 
in the path of those who are humbly 
seeking God. As these messengers would 
preach the truth and tell how we might 
be born again, sanctified through the pre- 
cious blood of Jesus, and filled with the 
Holy Ghost as they were on the day of 
Pentecost, thousands were made to won- 
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der. But as the honest hearts would fill 
the altar and cry and pray to God, great 
victory and blessings came to them and, 
to the astonishment of the unbelieving 
world, they were mightily used of the 
Spirit of God and filled unutterably full 
as they were at Pentecost. Acts 2:4. 
We will never forget receiving the lit- 
tle paper after a company of workers had 
visited our community and preached the 
full gospel. This was one of the strangest 
little papers we ever read. The people 
would stand in groups in the little town 
and read the articles and testimonies and 
would comment on them, some with an 
open, believing heart and others con- 
demning the message. But in spite of all 
the protest of the enemy many were 
filled with the Holy Ghost in this little 
town. I remember a presiding elder com- 
ing to this town to hold a meeting just 
after the Holy Ghost had been poured out 
On quite a number. He Was a man of 
God and preached with power but there 
was so much confusion and excitement 
until he became alarmed. One night, 
from the pulpit, he asked a noted phy- 
sician in the town what class of mem- 
bers in the church had received the bap- 
tism. The doctor rose, addressed the 
preacher, and said, “They are the most 
consecrated people in the church.” He 
commented at length on what the doctor 
had told him and told the people that 
they too should receive this wonderful 
experience. Many said that it would soon 
die out but today there is a Church of 
God at this place and many of their 


members are filled with the Holy Ghost. 

The paper for these twenty-seven 
years has been used as a forerunner in 
many communities, to open the way for 
revivals. | remember receiving a letter 
from a man who had been principal in a 
public school in a little town in which 
I lived before I heard about the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost. On his way to the 
post office one day he found a little piece 
of paper with my name signed to it, and 
a part of a message that I had sent to 
the paper. He stated that the paper had 
brought such conviction and anxiety to 
his heart that he felt like writing me 
to more fully explain the blessing to him. 
I wrote him a good letter and he at once 
received the light and became an earnest 
seeker after truth. 

Perhaps many cannot appreciate the 
struggle that the paper has gone through 
in years past as it is now independent and 
is able to pay the Church a dividend for 
the investment made in years past. The 
printing plant has grown from a little 
one-room shop to a large commodious 
building with office rooms for every de- 
partment and a large printing shop with 
presses and all equipment to print not 
only the Evangel but other papers. It is 
said by those who visit our plant that 
we have one of the best equipped plants 
in the South. We print seven papers be- 
sides the Evangel, and do all kinds of 
job printing. We print song books by the 
thousands. I am sure the Church of God 
people appreciate the work that is being

Christian Conflict 

Gal. 5:17, “For the flesh lusteth 
against the Spirit, and the Spirit against 
the flesh.” This conflict is before one has 
received the blessings of God through 
His Son. Ir is impossible for us to please 
God when we are in the flesh or before 
we are born of God, sanctified, and filled 
with His Spirit. 
The Spirit Gives Victory 

v. 18, “But if ye be led by the Spirit, 
ye are not under the law.” Under the 
law sacrifices and obedience brought 
temporary relief but it didn’t make the 
comers thereunto perfect, but a better 
hope did. This better hope is Jesus Christ 
and the power He has to give us com- 
plete deliverance. 
The Works of the Flesh 

v. 19, “The works of the flesh are 
manifested, which are these: adultery, 
fornication, uncleanness, _lasciviousness, 
idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, variance, 
emulations, wrath, strife, seditions, here- 
sies, envyings, murders, drunkenness, rev- 
ellings, and such like.” Here is a scripture 
that seems to me to be easily understood. 
The writer of this book to the Gala- 
tians is making it plain to the church 
there how they could easily know they 
were children of God. In reading the list 
we notice the awful crimes of adultery 
and fornication, These crimes, of course, 
would not be committed by those who 
are quiet, pious, well-trained and law- 
abiding, but there are some other crimes 
in this list that are very prevalent in the 
lives of many people who profess to be 
Christians. There is lasciviousness. This 
has quite a broad meaning: wantonness, 
lewdness, lustfulness, and might include 
many so-called minor transgressions. We 
also notice hatred and variance. It seers 
that it is very easy to have hatred in our 
hearts, and to be unsettled. Strife—this 
is prevalent among many professors but 
it certainly is a work of rhe flesh. Revel- 
ling—of course to enjoy the pleasures of 


the world and follow things that are not 
holy, which many people today are do- 
ing. Emulations—this means to have an 
overdesire to excel. In this list of the 
works of the flesh, I am afraid that some 
of the minor things mentioned are over- 
looked by many Christians and they al- 
low them to get into their lives and hearts 
and sap out the Spirit and power of God. 
Paul says that they that do such things 
shall not inherit the kingdom of Christ 
and of God. Here is a positive statement 
that ought to wake us up and cause us 
to put off these things. 
The Warrior’s Foes 

Eph. 6:12, “For we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against principalities, 
against powers, against the rulers of the 
darkness of this world, against spiritual 
wickedness in high places.” The Chris- 
tian is ever confronted with the enemy 
of righteousness, his powers and princi- 
palities. Some seem to think it is no harm 
to visit or be associated with the powers 
of the world, but God’s Word forbids us 
taking part with anything that is not ac- 
cording to godliness, and when we do that 
we are yielding to the powers of the 
enemy, 
The Night is Far Spent 

Rom. 13:12, “The night is far spent, 
the day is at hand: let us therefore cast 
off the works of darkness, and let us put 
on the armour of light.” The word 
‘‘night” here refers to the time when the 
world will be overrun by sin and its aw- 
ful powers of darkness. The Christian is 
admonished to cast off the works of 
darkness, There is no time to compromise 
now. We ought to be an open rebuke to 
everything that is not holy. That is, our 
lives should be so consistent and in keep- 
ing with the Word of God, prompted by 
the indwelling Spirit, that the world 
would see our good works and be ashamed 
and repent. 
Walking Honestly 

v. 13, “Let us walk honestly, as in the 
day; not in rioting and drunkenness, not 
in chambering and wantonness, not in 
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strife and envying.” We are here ad- 
monished not to run with drunkards and 
riotors, also we are not to have strife and 
envy in our hearts toward neither our 
Christian friends nor the world. We are 
admonished to be gentle and kind, ever 
pressing forward in the Spirit. Walk hon- 
estly—this means that our lives should 
be carefully guarded. We should see to it 
that we do not visit places of amuse- 
ment where sinful pleasures are indulged 
in for the purpose of partaking of world- 
liness. The only right we would have to 
visit these places would be to tell them 
of Jesus and His love. To walk honestly 
means that our lives should be kept by 
the power of the Holy Ghost, that our 
example would be one of purity and ad- 
monition. 

The Fruits of the Spirit 

Gal. 5:22, 23, “Love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
meekness, temperance: against such there 
is no law.” These are Christian graces 
that cannot be exercised without the real 
experience wrought in the heart. Love, 
first for the Word of God, His Church 
and His people. We cannot love the 
world and retain the love of God in our 
hearts. To have joy and peace we must be 
filled with the Spirit. This will give us 
victory over the things that are of the 
world. Longsuffering is a much-needed 
grace among many of our people. This 
means that we must be willing to forbear 
and sympathize with those who are in er- 
ror and manifest the love that Christ had 
when He walked among the people. Gen- 
tleness, goodness, and faith are fruits of 
the indwelling Spirit and to have these 
graces certainly is a great blessing and 
will make our lives effective. In these 
days of trial and temptation Christians 
cannot have peace without the love of 
God. Meekness and temperance—to exer- 
cise the meek and quiet spirit is very 
needful. Of course we can be temperant 
in all things. We wouldn’t partake of 
strong drink or indulge in anything that 
would be objectionable but it certainly 
does take the grace of God to manifest 
these virtues. 

Temptation 

Heb. 4:15, “For we have not an high 
priest which cannot be touched with the 
feeling of our infirmities; but was in all 
points tempted like as we are, yet with- 
out sin.” From this we see that our Sav- 
ior was tempted and yet without sin. 
Then, it is possible for us to be tempted 
but as long as we do not yield to the 
temptation we are free from sin. 

Luke 22:28, “Ye are they which have 
continued with me in my temptations.” 
Here we see that Jesus was continually 
tempted and that His followers had con- 
tinued with Him, showing that the con-

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THE NEED OF INTERCESSION 

Only the judgment day will reveal 
what a force the prayers of God’s people 
have been in the affairs of this world. 
In the days of Moses the unseen force 
brought blessing and deliverance to God’s 
oppressed people. It was prayer on a scale 
that has seldom been known before or 
since, offered by Moses as he talked to 
God “face to face.” 

On many occasions praying men have 
stood in the gap and by prayer and in- 
tercession saved the day. In times of crisis 
and greatest peril men have always been 
welcomed by the Hearer of prayer. 

According to the Scriptures the sub- 
ject of prayer and intercession may con- 
nect with all human problems. St. Paul 
exhorted “that first of all, supplications, 
prayers, intercessions, and giving of 
thanks be made for all men.” 1 Tim. 2: 
1. The prophet Samuel said, “God forbid 
that I should sin against the Lord in 
ceasing to pray for you.” 1 Sam. 12:23. 
We are taught the obligation resting 
upon us for the proper use of our money, 
time, influence and talents, but here is 
an obligation to pray. If, at the great 
day, we shall give account of the neg- 
lect of the one, why not of the other? If 
by prayers and supplications we are en- 
abled to help to check evil, promote good, 
advance the cause of the Lord, and glorify 
His name in general, then is it not sinful 
negligence to leave off such prayers and 
supplications? When men’s lives are en- 
dangered from disease, lack of food, 
drowning, fire, or accident, we are ready 
to hasten to their rescue. But the world, 
all men, need something more than physi- 
cal aid. They need it now. It is Jesus and 
His gospel. 

1. Paul said pray “for kings and for ail 
that are in authority.” Paul preached a 
“last day” gospel. How much the gospel 
has affected kings, nations, and _ the 
whole world. We know that the spirit of 
the world is bad, and getting worse all 
the time, but we have some good men 
who are standing for the clean thing and 
who are trying to preserve law and order, 
though it is a hazardous situation. They 
certainly need our prayers. And not only 
for the sake of the government, and the 
general good of humanity, but for the 
Church and its progress among men. How 
much might result from the prayers of 


all, if concentrated on this point! Notice, 
Paul says for all “in authority,” or emi- 
nent places. That would include presi- 
dents and governors. It would include 
those in government positions, men who 
rule and the men who make and enforce 
the laws. It is true that perilous times 
are upon us, and we feel that Jesus must 
come soon, but the Church should make 
herself felt as long as she remains here. 
She should be faithful to the end. Prayer, 
unusual prayer, is a part of her earthly 
program. 

2. Intercession should be made for the 
Church and her work that is not yet 
finished. Prayer 1s needed that she may 
possess her normal life and powers. The 
people of God live and walk in the power 
of the supernatural Spirit. Prayer, much 
continued prayer, is necessary to such a 
life and service. 

3. There should be prayer for the min- 
istry. God’s ministers who are the guides, 
lightbearers, trail-blazers, examples to the 
flock, have a great responsibility upon 
them. The victory depends on _ them. 
Satan works hard to upset them, he 
tempts and tries them from every angle. 
We may help them with our prayers. 
Paul put a great estimate on the prayers 
of the people. Who can tell what portion 
of his reward they will share in that day? 
Let us pray for the pastors, evangelists, 
and our missionaries. 


A praying church makes a mighty 
preacher. You may take any church 
where they do not pray for the preacher, 
and that preacher will get along poorly, 
no matter who he is. 


In the kingdom of God’s grace there 
is an atmosphere that is as real as the 
natural atmosphere in the world about us. 
The atmosphere in which Ged’s preach- 
ers live has much to do with the suc- 
cess of their ministry in the lost world, 
to which they are sent. With prayer and 
faith the right atmosphere can be created. 


In the days long ago, when John Liv- 
ingston preached at Shotts, the people 
were thunderstruck. Under one sermon 
§00 souls turned to the Lord. It was 
found afterwards that hundreds had 
prayed all night for a definite outpour- 
ing of the Spirit of God upon the people. 
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WHAT DO YOU READ? 

“Give attendance to reading.” 1 Tim. 
4:13. 

It would be impossible to estimate the 
number of books, magazines, and papers 
in circulation. No matter how good or 
bad the subject, some one has written 2 
book or something about it. And every- 
thing is read by some class of readers or 
other. 

Perhaps few people realize how much 
of the fabric of their character is woven 
from what they read. 

Occasionally we hear something said 
about the effect of bad company— 
though there is not as much said about 
it as should be—but we want you to 
think about the effect of wrong read- 
ing. 

That which is bad and sinful, and al- 
most every kind of crime, has been and 
is being spread through readirg. And all 
that is good is spread in the same way. 

1. Most people naturally fall into the 
habit of reading. There is so much to 
read, and it is profitable to,read, pro- 
vided you read the right kind of litera- 
ture. But we should remember that we 
live in a sinful world, and that all it pro- 
duces is not good for us. Many things ic 
produces for our bodies we reject, and 
most of what it produces for the soul and 
mind we must reject. What many peo- 
ple read effects them more and has more 
to do with the trend of their life and 
how they live than any other influence 
—hence the importance of knowing 
what to read. 

It is said that the present day trend 
in the young people to break away from 
all restraint of home, religious and civil, 
is traceable to the writings of certain in- 
fidel authors, as is also the case with 
communism and other anarchistic teach- 
ings that disturb the peace of the world 
today. 

2. Reading the wrong kind of litera- 
ture produces a bad effect. When we read 
we are not alone, but we are surrounded 
by the spirit of the writer whose thoughts 
crowd into our minds as we read. If we 
would shun the influence of bad men, 
we stay away from them, but if we read 
their writings we can no more be free 
of their influence. The spirit and influ- 
ence of thousands of godless writers who 
are dead and gone, lives on in the litera- 
ture they have left behind. Shall I read 
then? Yes, read, but not such stuff as 
will cloud your spiritual horizon, darken 
your soul, and keep you from the simple 
way of faith in Jesus and His truth. 
Thousands upon thousands have been 
swept out into eternal night through the

MUSIC 

A long, long time ago, the people did 
not read and sing music as we do now, 
because they didn’t have a system that 
was easy enough for them to learn. The 
method they used was so complicated 
that the average person could not learn 
without studying for a long time. There 
were but few people who knew music, 
we will say the chorister or the pianist. 
Most of the people would sing by note, 
or commonly known, by ear. 

About one thousand years after Christ, 
there was a man by the name of Guido 
Arezzo, who taught music. He was very 
successful in his work. This man was 
more intelligent than most people 
thought. He, realizing that the method 
they used was so difficult, decided to im- 
prove the system by which to _ learn 
music. He got a small string and tied it 
to a post, then stretching the string un- 
til it was tight, tied the other end to an- 
other post. He picked the string and it 
produced a tone, and what letter did he 
name this tone? It was middle C. Then he 
placed the blade of a knife on the string 
and picked it again, which produced a 
tone higher than the first one. He named 
this tone D. This was done until he had 
traveled eight pitches, which he named 
CDEFGABC. Then he invented the 
staff, and named each line and space a 
letter. Later his method was so easy that 
when he would explain it to the people 
they would go wild about it, saying that 
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it was so simple that five, six, seven, 
or eight year old children could learn to 
read music by his scale. At first, the 
more popular musicians tried to keep 
him down, but they could not as people 
were calling for this. newly invented 
scale. After he had put it on the market 
it spread all over the nation. It is the 
most popular used method the universe 
over. Now all the musicians appreciate 
the work done by Mr. Guido, as we have 
more people who know music, and better 
singers. There is 2 monument in Rome, 
Italy in honor of Guido Arezzo with 
this inscription: “The man who has 
meant more to the music world than any 
other man.” 

Now readers, we have tried to tell you 
as briefly as possible about the method 
we teach here in Bible School, by which 
you can learn to sing at sight, just like 
reading a newspaper. We have girls and 
boys who have learned the notes (and 
can read music) since being here this 
term. 

The music department is progressing 
with great rapidity, and we expect to 
render a musical program at the close 
of school that we won’t be ashamed of. 
Brother Harry Hatcher is doing well with 
his guitar students. Miss Louise Martin 


. with her patience, experience, and knowl- 


edge of music is teaching the students 
to play well on the piano. I wish to say 
that I am encouraged with the music de- 
partment more than ever. 

Since I came here last November and 
took charge of the music, I have learned 
to love ali the students, and they are 
doing their best to co-operate with their 
teachers to make this school a great suc- 
cess. In order to make the singing interest 
greater, the Denson Music Company has 
lined up with the Tennessee Music and 
Printing Company and we are doing all 
can we can for the interest and upbuild- 
ing of the “The Church of God.” Friends, 
let’s work together and make a go of 
it, and when this life is over we will sing 
throughout the ceaseless ages—Yours on 
the music field, Owel Denson, principal 
of Music Department.

In behalf of the Church of God Evan- 
gel, “Our Church Paper,” I desire to say 
that sometime in the early part of the 
year 1910 Brother W. I. (Bud) Wilkins 
came to see me and said he was taking 
subscriptions for the little paper which 
we were about to begin to publish. | 
think it was to be called the “Evening 
Light and Church of God Evangel” (the 
words “Evening Light” were later 
dropped) and the first issue was to come 
out on March the first of that year. At 
that time it was published semimonthly 
and the subscription price was 50c a year. 

I gave Brother Wilkins my subscrip- 
tion for one year, and if my memory 
serves me correctly, my subscription has 
never run out but once; at that time I 
wrote in and asked that the paper keep 
coming and I would renew in a few 
weeks, which I did. And for twenty-sev- 
en years the Church of God Evangel has 
been a welcome visitor, perhaps I should 
say a “welcome member of the family,” 
in my home. 

I read a number of other periodicals 
but the Evangel is always first. Some- 
times, on account of financial conditions, 
I have to drop one or more of my papers 
but somehow I always manage to keep 
the Evangel coming. I appreciate the 
state papers which give the local church 
news of each respective state, but the 
Evangel is first, last and always. 

I was surprised and shocked recently 
on reading the editorials to learn that 
we were only getting out approximately 
8,000 papers each week. This includes 
rolls to foreign fields, also to those who 
sell by the week, which would put the 
single subscriptions considerably under 
8,000. Surely with 55,674 members we 
could do better than that. I am afraid 
that our good people do not appreciate 
such a blessed help as the Evangel is to 
us. In 1 Cor. 12:28 it is stated'that God 
set certain ‘helps’ in the Church, and 
doubtless the Evangel is one of those 
helps. Helps? Yes. How? Well, as a means 
of information gendering encouragement 
and inspiration.

FULL SALVATION 

The Church stands for full salvation 
according to the Word of God. We have 
not minified any of the blessings wrought 
in the heart by the Holy Ghost through 
the sacrifice of our Savior. We teach our 
people that they must be born again, 1 
Peter 1:23, “Being born again, not of 
corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by 
the Word of God which liveth and abid- 
eth forever.”” These are the words of the 
Apostle Peter to those who were seeking 
to know more about the Crucified One. 
Peter here declares that men must be 
born again. This new birth came through 
the sacrifice of our Savior, not of cor- 
ruptible seed. He tells them that it is 
incorruptible and that they may attain 
a knowledge of this experience by the 
Word of God. He says that this Word 
with its power liveth and abideth for- 
ever. There is something about the Word 
of God that has life. Those who read it 
can feel that life-giving power. It will 
influence men to repent. It will bring 
conviction to every sinner’s heart who 
will listen to it. In one of Jesus’ con- 
versations early in His ministry He 
stressed the doctrine of being born again. 
I am sure His earnest inquirer received 
that blessing for we find him ar the 
cross helping to prepare the body of Je- 
sus for burial. 

The Word of God has not lost its 
power. It will convict men and bring 
them to Jesus. Peter also tells us in v. 
21 that all flesh is as grass and all the 
glory of man as the flower of grass. The 
grass withereth and the flower thereof 
fadeth away. In v. 25 he says, “But the 
word of the Lord endureth forever.” The 
Word of God will have its effect on the 
hearts and lives of men. 

SANCTIFICATION 

John 17:17, “Sanctify them through 
thy truth; thy word is truth.” Here the 
writer infers that by studying the 
Word we may be able to understand the 
doctrine of sanctification. This is a doc- 
trine that thousands of people are leav- 
ing off today. It seems that they are 
trying to get by without having the old 
man crucified. 

Heb. 13:12, 13, “Wherefore Jesus al- 
so, that he might sanctify the people with 
his own blood, suffered without the 
gate. Let us go forth therefore unto him 
without the camp, bearing his reproach.” 

If there were no other scripture in the 
Word of God to prove the doctrine of 
sanctification except these two verses, 
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this would be enough to forever  settic 
the question with every honest heart. In 
the law of sacrifice given to Moses on 
the mount there was provision made not 
only tor sins but for sin. Of course, un- 
der the law this was a ceremonial cleans- 
ing and did not make the comers there- 
unto perfect, but it answered the purpose 
and appeased the wrath of God and was 
an index finger pointing to our com- 
plete sacrifice by Jesus Christ on the 
cross. Lev. 11:44. In Lev. 16 we have a 
complete description of the law of sac- 
rifice which pointed to the day of atone- 
ment by Christ Jesus. Our text in He- 
brews refers to the sacrifice of the ani- 
mals offered and says, “Wherefore Jesus 
also, (signifying His power to cleanse) 
. suffered without the gate.” I feel 
that in this day of apostasy and unbelief 
our people should stress the doctrine of 
sanctification more than they do. 
THE INDWELLING SPIRIT 

We should not overlook the all-impor- 
tant fact that after we are born again 
and sanctified through the blood of Je- 
sus we may have the indwelling Spirit 
which is the Comforter that was prom- 
ised by Jesus to His waiting disciples and 
which came on the day of Pentecost. I 
haven’t space to comment on this won- 
derful blessing bur I will give you some 
references: John 14:16, 26; 15:26; Acts 
2:4; 10:44-48; 19:1-7. 

THE CHURCH OF GOD 

We also teach that the Church of God 
is a literal, visible organization, set forth 
in the Scriptures. Acts 20:28, 32. 1 Cor. 
1:1, 2; Eph. §:21-33; 1 Thess. 2:14; 1

tinuation of temptation is not sin. 

Acts 20:19, “Serving the Lord with 
all humility of mind, and with many 
tears, and temptations, which befell me 
by the laying in wait of the Jews.” To 
serve the Lord with humility of mind is 
certainly a Christian virtue. Paul here re- 
fers to the enmity of the Jews as temp- 
tations and possibly all Christians will 
have these unpleasant things to bear but 
it is sweet to know that He will always 
be with us and deliver us out of temp- 
tation. 

James 1:2, “My brethren, count it all 
joy when ye fall into divers tempta- 
tions.” Here Paul is admonishing the peo- 
ple to count it all joy when they fall in- 
to divers (many) temptations. He says 
that this tries our faith and will work 
patience. So we must be patient in trial 
and temptation, knowing that it will help 
to perfect us in the Lord. 

2 Peter 2:9, ‘““The Lord knoweth how 
to deliver the godly out of temptations, 
and to reserve the unjust unto the day 
of judgment to be punished.”” Here we 
have the consolation of knowing that 
while the righteous are to be tempted 
and tried, the Lord is looking upon them 
and knows how to deliver.
